nPHE  cause  of  Confederation  fared  better  in  the  ettctiont  on 

the  M.iinl.ind.  where  every  district  save  KooCenay.  which  did 
not  return  a  representative  that  year,  elected  men  pledged  to  sup- 
port union  with  Canada.  Outstanding  among  these  men  were 
>  Robert  Carr.ill,  of  Barkcrvillf,  and  John  Rob  son.  of  New 
Westminster,  editor  of  Tbe  British  Columbian.  Henry  Have- 
lock,  late  secretary  of  the  Conrmtion,  was  returned  at  Yale.  On 
the  Island.  Dr.  John  Davie  u  .is  elected  with  an  overwhelming 
majority  in  Victoria  District,  adding  another  member  to  the 
ranks  of  the  anti-unionists,  and  accentuating  the  sharp  division 
which  existed  between  the  Island  and  the  Mainland  on  the 
question. 

Gownor  Seymour  had  been  ill  for  some  time  past,  and  there 
were  rumors  of  his  retirement  and  return  to  F  ngl.-.nd.  There 
were  many  who  hailed  this  jsossibility  with  relief,  and  saw  in  it 
a  prospect  of  improrcment  in  the  administration.  A  petition 
circiil.itcd  in  Vicrori.i,  asking  that,  in  the  event  of  Seymour  s 
retirement.  Sir  James  Douglas  might  be  appointed  as  Adminis- 
trator, appeared  to  be  racb  a  frank  expression  of  the  unpopularity 
of  the  Governor  that  it  caused  a  storm  of  indignation. 

Early  in  December,  tbe  Governor  nenrd  s  summons  to  the 
Legielstiwe  Council  to  conrene.  At  the  same  time  the  entire 
personnel  of  the  Council  was  mads  known.  The  election  of  the 
people  s  refjrescniatives  was  confirmed,  and  several  new  Govern- 
ment appointments  were  announced.  Among  the  latter  were 
Henry  Holbrook.  Mayor  of  New  Westminster,  who  had  repre- 
sented that  city  at  the  Yale  Convention,  and  George  Wslkem. 
for  srmal  sessions  representstiTc  for  Cariboo,  who  now  took  his 
seat  as  a  magistrate  The  appointment  of  A  F  Pembertnn  in 
Victoria  came  as  a  surprise.  He  was  known  to  be  one  of  the 
hardest-worked  ofic2sM  in  the  colony,  and  already  held  the 
offices  of  stipendiary  magistrate,  County  Court  judfe.  fOfemor 
of  the  gaol,  police  commissioner,  and  coroner. 

The  composition  of  the  Council  as  a  whole  did  not  meet  with 
much  «;atisfarti.  n  Regret  was  fcIt  that  the  new  appointments 
were  cither  proicssional  men  or  officials,  and  surprise  was 
exprtsecd  at  the  absence  of  any  commercial  man.  and  of  repre- 
sentatives of  (!  farmkit  /  interests  in  the  colony. 
Setting  tbe  olhculs  aside,  the  rest  ot  the  members  were  editors, 
barristtrt,  atromeys  and  physicians.  There  was  not  a  single  mcr- 
hant  manufacturer,  miner  or  farmer  on  the  Council. 

Tbe  appipacbing  eession  igMwiot  viewed  very  optimistically 
therefore,  by  those  who  hoped  for  reform.   It  was  generally  con 
ceded  thaf  no  fnrdi.  r  .t.  p-,  ,  ould  be  taken  for  the  time  being 
with  reaard  to  Conicderaiion  with  Canada.   As  for  the  establish- 
ment of  rcprceentative  institutions,  that,  too,  was  in  abeyance.

Trees   undt^r ' 
gra.s.s  obtain  very  much  less  nitro-  | 
gen  than  tho.v  growlnif  in  cuUl 
vated  land.    They,  therefore,  pa.s 
on  le.ts  to  the  fruit,  which  ripens 
readily.    But  arable  tree.s  obtain  a  ' 
surfeit  of  nitrogen,    and  produce 
nllrogen-rich  fruit  which  rsmainir 
green  and  unripe.

fields  for  graiing  sheep  and  cattle. 
(Cider  apples   take  about  twenty 
years  to  yield  a  sizeable  crop).  "Hie 
r.unfnll  i.s  hi'jh,  about  forty  inches, 
and  th-'.-iC  cx|:>eiiments    show  that 
thl.-;  practice  is  sound  not  only  on 
economic    but    also    on  scientific 
grounds.  Bark- ringing,  another  com- 
mon practice,  has  much  the  same 
effect  as  planting  giasa. 

Potash,  it  appears,  has  Just  the 
opposite  effect.  Apples  from  potash- 
manured  trees  ilpen  beautifully, 
while  ixitn.-h -starved  fruit  remains 
green  Wt/eued.  under- sized,  badly 
colored  apples  of  the  tyix;  most 
people  would  at  once  put  down  to 
nitrogen  deficiency  were  product 
by  trees  fed  with  ample  nitrogen 
but  very  little  potash.

DIGNITY  AND  IMPI'DENCE 
"Dignity  and  impudence  "  In  the 
fruit  world  are  repre.sent-ed  by  two 
freak  apples  grown  In  pots  from 
sister  trees.  One  is  a  champion, 
enormous  apple,  as  big  as  a  plum 
pudding.  Side  by  side  Is  a  little 
miniature  fruit,  smaller  than  a  golf 
ban.  One  oomss  from  a  tree  which 
was  goried  with  water;  the  other  to 
the  result  of  a  drought  In  pot-land 
of  unparalleled  severity.  The  mam- 
moth apple  Is  likely  to  fall  a  prey 
to  bitter-plt  in  Its  iirlnie,  and  will 
no*,  keep  for  more  than  a  few  weeks 
In  cold  store. 

Mystery  apples  that  no  expert 
coukl  name,  grown  at  the  station, 
were  Uksn  'to  an  the  auiliorlti«s, 
but  none  could  dedde  on  ttMbr  vari- 
ety.

That  to  hto  real  namst  Rto  father 
was  Sir  Dudtoy  de  Chalre,  an  admiral  in  the 
British  Navy,  who  commanded  the  Brlttoh 
bloekade  squadron  of  eighteen  ships  in  ths 
early  part  of  the  wtr.  and  became  the  Oovsr- 
ror  of  New  South  Wales.  The  boy  has  met 
the  leading  diplomats  of  the  world  at  hto 
father's  tabte;  he  has  met  the  great  generals 
and  admirals  familiarly.  He  has  journeyed 
about  the  world  widely  enough  to  have  crossed 
tho  Bquator  four  Umes.  He  calto  hto  book 
"The  Innvndlng  Rtorm.  "  and  It  Is  a  prophecy 
.ol  tempests  cerUln,  to  break.  The  book  to  wise, 
tbovMfid  and  to  no  ssnss  Jufsnlto. 

Ws  should  not  forget  that  before  our  Revo- 
lutionary War  broke  out.  a  yoimg  Immigrant 
from  tlie  West  Indies,  Alexander  Hamilton  by

He  adds,  "It  is 
the  Napoleons  and  Mussoltoito  who  make  world 
htotory.  Unfortunately,  they  also  asaka  wori4 
wm.'*  in  Xtody  ibaM  an  ailllQa  ass  ta 
arms." 

m  Bsrlln  Mr.  de  Chalre  noted  that  "Or. 
Btrassmsmt's  rigrsttaUs  dsalh  laosntly  rs- 

mores  one  of  the  preate.sl  gimrantpp<:  of  peace 
to  poet-war  Europe."  On  June  28,  1928,  he  saw 
a  great  dsmonstratkm  against  thsVsaoaltaaty 
and  feels  that  "when  Germany  begins  going 
Into  mourning  over  peace  treaties  ...  it 
to  high  time  to  oaoomtrnto  on  kssping  yo«r 
powder  dry,  and  Isftvs  tbs  Inut  ta  Ood  to  ta- 
curable  pacifists." 

Since  his  book  was  published  we  have  heard 
ths  explosions  of  Hltteriam  ta  Germany  and 
seen  the  narrowing  margin  by  which  Hitler 
fadled  of  sweeping  Germany  Into  his  fold  with 
hto  cries  of  war  upon  tba  treaty. 

Mr.  de  Chalre  met  the  brother  6f  the  Japan- 
ese Emperor  In  AustraUa  and  learned  much 
from  him  of  the  Russian  and  Ohtaese  situa- 
tions. The  wars  In  China  are  so  gigantic  that 
we  Ignore  them  as  people  living  at  Niagara 
ignore  the  Falto,  but  that  country  to  ft  rast 
mastotrom  tending  to  dmw  att  atbar  natfons 
tato  Its  vortices. 

The  United  States  does  not  look  any  too 
pretty  to  Mr.  do  Chairs.  Bs  says:  "Bvsrywhsra 
the  patchwork  of  peace  Is  falling  to  bits. 
America  and  France  have  been  drifting  apart 
aver  stacs  tba  war  as'  a  rtoult  of  Amsrtea'S 
financial  Imperialism."  He  tclk  how  the  Brit- 
ish Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  at  the  Hague 
openly  Insulted  the  Fronob  dslegatea.  He  re- 
fers to  the  League  of  Mfttlonx  as  "a  .Mngle 
optlmtotic  umbreJla  star  Geneva  raised 
beneath  tha  eloudburst" 

Bs  snnpfttbbss  with  tbs  Unitsd  States  om 
its  attitude  on  the  dcM.  question,  and  says 
"seldom  has  a  nation  been  more  unjustly  ma- 
Ugnsd."  Ba  pstaU  out  with  propbello  truth 
iiiready  Mttsily  rsabsad  sbaas  ba  wrote  hto 
book: 

"The  Xmerleans  very  naturally  potot  out 
that  their  present  prosperity  mft.v  not  be  ever- 
lasUng.  In  fact,  there  are  ahready  indicatAona 
that  it  is  waning." 

But,  as  he  points  out,  the  important  tbtaf 
to  peace  to  that  however  Justified  the  United 
SUtes  may  feel  about  collecting  its  war  loans, 
Buropo  grows  increasingly  bitter  and  ths 
Americans  tend  more  and  more  to  regard 
Europe  as  a  "whote  bunch  of  crooks." 

ISb  finds  lurking  to  the  European  mind  a 
feeling  that  "a  new  war  would  oflsr  an  aiOSl- 
lent  excuse  for  immediate  repudiation  of 
dSMs.  .  .  .

He  took  his  fees  U  h  "iid  frrt  them 
honorably,  otherwise  he  lost  them  and  that 
was  very  frequently.  Thousands  of  doOaro 
were  left  unpaid  which  should  have  been 
paid  and  would  have  rendered  good  service  to 
him  during  his  life  and  hk  widow  and  chll- 
difB  Whoa  he  woo  ooUed  away."

No  Higkmr  ideid  of  Service 

CANADA  has  a  standard  of  medlPal  prac- 
tice that  ranks  with  the  best  ta  the 
wolld.  Howhore,  I  saM,  k  ttiero  a  Mgker 
ideal  of  service.  Nowhere  arp  ti.pip  fimr 
scbooU  or  finer  specialists;  nowhere  is  there' 
more  vttaltty  ta  the  reeearch  side  of  the  pro- 
fession and  nowhere  is  there  a  more  advanced 
technique.  And  no  country  in  the  world  has 
eueh  a. post-graduate  scheme  as  that  of  the 
Obaadtea  Ifedkal  Osanektkn  which  sends 
scores  of  the  greatest  gorgeons  and  specialists 
out  from  the  achooto  amiually  across  this 
far-flung  land  to  brtng  tte  gospil  of  tte 
latest  advancee  te  aiodkal  science  tO  tteir 
brethren  in  the  medical  sticks. 

A  few  months  ago  there  was  a  three-day 
meettag  in  Edmonton,  at  which  lectures  ware 
given.  And  one  of  those  who  attended  was  a 
doctor  from  away  up  ta  the  Peace  River  coun- 
try who  had  driven  his  automobile  500  miles 
•NT  north  country  roads,  mostly  unbroken 
trail,  making  130  miles  of  a  detour,  to  attend. 

In  a  recent  survey  made  by  the  assooktlon 
of  Canadian  d^Hqpt  replies  showed  that  no 
fewer  than  (1.0  per  cent  had  taken  post- 
graduate ooureea.  Timt.  rwmnber.  teoladed 
men  thirty  and  fbrty  years  In  practice. 

In  thk  report — liiowlng  such  a  high  stan- 
dard of  devoted  scholarahip— 13.4  per  cent  of 
the  doctor*  r^iyteg  atoted  that  they  did  not 
make  "a  fair  ttybag."  it  waa  cstobllshed  as  a 
fact  that  the  majority  of  doctors  were  not 
sending  their  sons  to  medical  college,  realizing 
that  they  had  a  chance  of  easier  and  better 
llvteg  te  other  ways. 

This  was  the  situation  more  than  a  year  ago. 
The  survey  was  made  before  the  slump. 

Dr.  Agnew  told  bm  of  a  doctor  who  had  not 
eent  out  a  bW  for  months.  Be  lomarkod  rather 
cynically  that  he  was  at  least  saving  postage, 
Yet  he  waa  working  ton,  twelve,  ooaMtkMi 
sixteen  hours  a  day  without  letting  np. 

Itot  long  ago,"  said  Dr.  Agnew.  'a  met  te 
the  West  a  doctor  who  had  mate  a  Wteter 
trip  into  the  country,  hiring  a  liveryman  to  do 
wo.

dren think  they  know  why  the  oak  tree 
aad  fCOres  of  others  have  bared  their  branches 
ib .tin' wintry  winds.  But  learned  men  are  not 
so' sure.  Perhaps  some  day  one  of  you  Will 
dlasover  the  real  ctfuse  of  the  loosening  of  tbe 
leaf.

Note  Book,  published  in  Washhigton.  D.O.,  talB 
at  swaatMng  about  tba  fialUag  leavaa.

deadliest  of  the  disease  germs  the  tree  Ms  to 
nnntrnd  with  When  a  leaf  falls  off  the  tree 
In  Autiunn,  this  layer  of  cork  Is  already  there 
le  in  place  bef<M«  the  wound  has 
Students  of  plant-life  call  this 
'abadas  layer.'  which  in  plain  Bngliab  maaaa 
stanply  tba  'eutting-ofl  layer.'

"All  tbe  thfaigs  that  happen  In  Autumn  have 
been  conjectured  as  causes:  shortening  dayi^ 
falling  temperature.  deeraaalBg  water  supply. 
Iha  latter  would  aeatt  to  have  a  shade  the 
batter  of  tbe  argument,  bacaaae  there  are  trees 
In  the  tropics  that  shed  their  leaves  with  the 
coming  of  the  dry  season,  when  the  tempera- 
ture may  be  rising  Instead  of  falling,  and  when 
the  days  may  be  laagthaalag  lagtaad  of 
gbort^aiag.

•traw.  A  thorough  dose  ol  iumll  powder  la 
absoltfttfy  neosssary  at  the  start,  and  probably 
niiothpr,  three  days  before  hatching,  will  also 
be  well  worth  while.  Though  I  do  not  advise 
ostaig  a  broody  with  scaly  legs.  If  none  other  be 
available  then  treat  her  extremities  at  the 
outset  to  a  good  plastering  with  paraffin  and 
flawers  of  sulphur,  and  rspsat  it  at  least  once 
during  the  hatch.

Botnettanes 
an  ecg-eHtrr  will  clean  up  pretty  carefully 
Without  leaving  very  much  trace;  but  more 
oftsn  there  Is  a  nsstf  mssi'lB  the  nsst.  which 
obvlouj;!'-  mi'ds  attention.  If  18^  tackle  it  at 
once  while  the  hen  is  off:  but  be  careful  not  to 
soak  aggi  too  tenUb  or  use  too  hot  or  toa 
chiBy  water.

REPORTS  from  some  leading  sheep  pro- 
duciiiK  countries  is  that  a  reduction  In 
flocks  is  taking  plaee.

Our  total  sheep  num- 
ber I.S  irusignlflcaiif  compared  vvl'h  flic  esti- 
mated total  of  about  700  million  for  the  whole 
wortd.  flttn  more  to  the  point,  tt  Is  actually 

too  small  for  A  cotmtry  of  ten  million  iwpula- 
tlon  In  which  the  demand  for  lamb  and  mut- 
ton Is  steadily  going  up.  The  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  these  meats  i.s  still  «  Ioik;  wh^ 
from  being  equal  to  Utat  of  some  other  coun- 
tries, and  the  Indfeatlons  ars  for  a  ateadjly 
growing  demand  for  gaod  quality  r^w^tf)*^ 
lambs  for  a  Jong  period. 

In  the  United  States  the  unwisdom  of  going 
out  of  shsop  too  .itrongly  is  hinted  at  by  the 
Bureau  whsn.  it  sUtes:  "The  individual  pro- 
ducer Is  adirlsed  to  consider  carefully  his  feed 
Mpplirs  and  the  long-time  outlook  for  tha 
sheep  indUktry.  in  making  his  plana  for  next 
year.  Where  feed  supplies  ars  avallaUs  hs 
may  find  that  present  conditions  offer  a  good 
opportunity  for  improving  the  quality  of  his 
broeding  flock."

The 
feeding  of  the  birds  Is  not  a  problem  in  the 
Summer,  but  in  Winter  they  must  depend  on 
those  plants  whose  fruits  per^u>t  far  into  the 
cokl  months.  Happily,  meet  of  these  berry- 
bearing  plant.s  are  greatly  appreciafrd  for  their 
cheery  touches  of  color  in  Uie  Wintry  land- 
scape, as  well  as  for  their  oontrttutions  to  the 
birds'  depleted  menu.  The.se  plants  Include: 
barberry,  cotoneaster.  hawthorns,  buckhom, 
mountain  ash  and  several  viburnum  species. 
Ihe  .seed.s  of  the  well-known  sunflower  sre 
carried  well  into  the  season  and  are  likewise 
greatly  appreciated. 

You  will  never  fall  to  plea.se  the  birds  If 
you  set  out  some  suet.  Whether  tied  to  a  limb, 
sufqjendsd  In  a  smaU  wire  baAet.  or  held  In 
place  by  an  ordinary  wire  SO^  tray  (with  the 
op«D  Side 'tacked  against  the  tree)— suet  is 
alwaya  a  favorite  Winter  food.  Those  birds 

wlm  h  like  to  .snoo])  around  and  dig  for  fofKl 
cut  of  holes  will  4eltght  in  a  dead  limb  or  post 
bored  full  of  holes  which  have  been  filled  with 
(.uet.  A  word  of  caution  here— place  the  feed- 
ing stand  so  that  the  birds'  chief  enemy,  the 
cat,  cannot  molest  them.  By  establishing  a 
birds'  sanctuary  In  your  garden  this  Winter 
you  can  encotimgr  many  transient  guests  to 
become  permanent  residents  for  nsxt  Summer  's 
enjoyment.  —  American  Landseape  School

London  Gardens  W.iUch 
May  Be  an  Inspiration 

NOWADAYS  we  In  the  great  cities  arc  be- 
ginning to  realize  to  what  a  large  ex- 
tent every  little  patdi  of  ground,  even  tha 

roof,  can  be  made  Into  a  cliai nnn;..;  m,  ill  gju:- 
den  by  the  use  of  pavmg,  either  with  stone  or 
brick  or  both,  possibly  a  wall  fountain  or  a 
pond  and  a  few  flower  beds  of  conventional 
shape,  the  covering  of  ugly  walls  with  trellls- 
work  or  some  other  form  of  decoration.  In 
this  way  we  may  look  out  upon  an  attractive 
picture,  and  have  a  pleasant  place  In  WhlCh  tO 
sit  when  sunny  days  arrive. 

In  the  oase  of  ono'tosm  taooss  having  ugly 
brick  walls,  the  surface  of  a  small  roof  built 
out  over  part  of  the  basement  at  the  back  was 
originally  covered  with  lead.  This  latter  was 
removed  and  asphalt  substituted;  afterward 
rectangular  paving  of  varying  colors  was  laid 
down,  %nd  a  pattern  was  incorporated  to  add 
interest  to  ths  dsslgn.  Small  stone  walls  were 
built  round  the  sides  to  contain  the  earth  for 
flower  beds,  and  the  wail  was  covered  with 
trsniswork  of  architectural  design,  the  baok- 
ground  being  colored  yellow  and  the  vwid 
painted  black.  A  terra-colla  sculptured  panel 
to  the  waB  to  add  a  note  of  In- 


tudian  Loggia 

ANOTHER  house  had  a  small  garden  at  the 
back  with  some  rather  good  trees,  and 
what  was  onoe  a  stable  at  the  end.  This  was 
turned  into  a  studio,  and  the  buildlt^g  was 
made  more  attractive.  The  owner  was  happy 
in  having  a  number  of  marble  columns  from 
luly.  and  those  were  arranged  to  form  a  sort 
of  loggia  roofed  with  creepers.  The  flower 
beds  were  brought  out  Into  the  centre,  so  as 
to  get  as  much  light  as  posslbls. 

In  larger  spaces  It  Is  possible  to  grow  turf 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  garden  here  is  not 
so  doasly  samnmdad  by  wallb,  and  ths  wtaid 
and  sun  can  get  to  It.  In  spite  of  difOcultles 
of  atmosphere  in  such  towns  as  London,  it  is 
possible  to  grow  <iuite  a  profusion  of  flowers. 

In  the  ca.se  of  a  tiny  backyard  with  hlKh 
walls  all  round,  however,  it  is  practically  im- 
possible to  grow  plants.  '  One  such  garden 
served  to  show  how  valuable  the  u.se  of  water 
can  be.  a  wall  fountain  and  pond  of  Moorish 
design  being  made  the  chief  feature.  A  con- 
siderable amount  of  color  was  obtained  by 
using  mellow  red  bricks  and  tiles  to  surround 
the  pool,  the  wall  fountain  being  composed 
of  tiles,  stone  i^id  slats,  and  the  recess  was 
filled  in  with  a  rough  moslac  of  blue  class  The 
Jet  of  water  In  the  fountain  came  from  a  fisli  s 
mouth,  the  head  betaig  of  a  pale  purple  glaasd 

terra  cotta,  sculptured  bv  Ollbert  Baves.  This 
preserved  somewhat  the  same  note  as  the 
cokva*  dala  IMMa  ptaqos  on  tha  opportts 
waB. 

Sound  of  Rumning  Water 

THESE  few  suggeetlons  do  not,  of  course, 
attempt  to  convey  the  many  ways  In 
.which  town  gardens  may  be  constructed. 
There  Is  no  space  too  small  or  too  nnaltraottvs 

to  be  Improved,  and  those  render  '  know 
Rome  and  Florence  and  otlier  lianfu  cities 
wUl  have  observed  hew  aMraetlve  all  the  little 
eourtyard.s  are.  and  how  in  nearly  every  ca.se 
the  sound  of  running  water  is  to  be  heard 
from  some  Bttle  fountahi.  A  pleassnt  effeot  is 
often  obtained  by  grouping  pots  of  various 
flowers  in  plaoss  where  it  Is  not  possible  to 
grow  anything  permanently. 

The  formal  garden  also  provlde.s  a  suitable 
setting  for  a  sculptured  figure,  but  if  expense 
be  a  matter  of  Impartanoe,  tt  tftonld  be  borne 
In  mind  that  it  is  better  to  have  a  vase  of 
good  design,  which  may  be  obtained  com- 
paratively cheaply,  than  one  of  the  exi  icmely 
bad  figures  which  are  to  be  found  expoeed  for 
sale  in  quantities  nowadays,  one  should,  be- 
fore Mshattlng  on  the  reconstruction  of  a 
garden,  have  a  dsftello  plan,  drawn  hi  aa 

simple  a  manner  a.s  possible,  so  that  the 
owner  may  clearly  understand  what  he  is  go-

Tbs  aoWBs  and  quality  of  sasd  supply  Is  a 
very  Important  itolnt  to  consider,  and  with- 
out doubt  It  is  advisable  to  use  seed  of  regis- 
tered varieties  if  at  aU  possllto.  The  fact  timt 
tha  variety  Is  registered  at  once  .«tamps  1$V9 
of  superior  value,  and  that  it  has 
carefully  tried  and  has  sooceasuflly  i 
very  critical  tests  la  order  to  receive  this 
status.

KTUS  form  a  most  important  part  of  the 
oms  grounds.  On  the  small  plaee.  espe- 
cially, where  .-(pare  i,-?  valuable,  they  must  be 
carefully  thought  out.  If  well  planned,  and 
of «  Aalerlal  that  harmonises  with  that  of  ths 
house,  they  become  an  ornamental  part  of  the 
general  plan.  A  material  that  remains  free 
of  caoess  nolature  In  all  weathers  Is  essential 
where  Winter  brings  snow  and  wet  weather. 
The  width  of  a  path  is  important,  for  one  does 
not  Wish  to  waste  valuable  space  this  way.  The 
front  path,  being  the  one  most  frequently  assd. 
should  be  quite  wide,  about  four  feet  In  most 
eases.  POr  the  path  leading  to  the  rear  one 
and  a  half  or  two  feet  wide  should  bs  an^lo. 

Tt^B  most  usual  path  materials  are  flat 
stode.  flagstone,  brick,  bluestone.  oomsBt  and 
gravel.   Cement,  owing  to  Its  Tiardnsas  of  11ns. 

is  surely  the  least  attractive,  emperlally  for  mt, 
in  tha  country.
